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e All candidates must receive the same treatment. Examiners must mark the 
first candidate in exactly the same way as they mark the last.

principles by which marks will be awarded and exemplification may be 
limited. 


e When examiners are in doubt regarding the application of the mark scheme 
to a candidate’s response, the team leader must be consulted. 


° Crossed out work should be marked UNLESS the candidate has replaced it 
with an alternative response. 


e Free responses are marked for the effective communication of the correct 
answer rather than for quality of language but it is possible that, on some 
occasions, the quality of English or poor presentation can-impede 
communication and lose candidate marks.
